Another Crows Nest 

Pass Mine Closed 

— v\ 

After months of persistent rumor the facta 
have finally come to the surface. The Green- * 
hill Mine of the West Canadian Collieries in 
Blairmore has ceased operations. 

This is the third mine in the last three years 
to close down - Hillcrest Mohawk, Interna¬ 
tional, and now, Greenhill. 

Tools were removed by a grim-faced body 
of miners as they walked from the last shift 
in the mine Tuesday at 4:00 p.m., April 30. 
Over 240 men face the prospect of finding 
other employment. 

William Kovach, MLA, conferred with 
Premier Manning Saturday on the announced 
closing of the Greenhill Mine, and as a result 
the special committee that has been studying 
the situation in the Crows Nest Pass mines are 
returning to see what can be done to halt the 
shut-down. 

Reason given by officials for the suspen¬ 
sion of operations is the complete deteriora¬ 
tion of markets for coal, caused mainly by the 
dieselization of the Canadian Pacific Railway. 

Production capacity of the 
Greenhill at present, is about 
600,000 tons of coal plus 150,000 
tons of briquettes per year. The 
annual payroll runs $1,500,000. 

West Canadian Collieries began 
mining in the Blairmore region 
in 1904 with the opening of the 
mine at Lille and in 1909 opened 
:i mine on the south side of Blair¬ 
more. The company has produced 
coal in the area for 53 con¬ 
secutive years. 

To keep the mines going there 
is a great and immediate need 
for markets for one-quarter mil¬ 
lion tons of coal, which it is felt 
could be effected by the installa¬ 
tion of a thermal power plant to 
meet the shortage of electrical 
energy. 

Although mine operations at 
the Greenhill are suspended, 
there is a possibility of a power 
liant being built in the area, 
which would bring back life into 
Blairmore. When questioned re¬ 
garding the election of a steel 
smelter and power plant in the 
Blairmore district, Mr. Bird re¬ 
fused to comment.

rather than continue operation 
three mines. 

Opened in 1914 

Greenhill mine opened in the 
spring of 1914 with a normal 
employment of 550 men. Amount 
invested in the mine is in the 
excess of $5,000,000, and since 
operations began, over 15 million 
tons of coal have been produced. 

At present 250 men have been 
employed and of these only a few- 
wili be absorbed into the Bellevue 
Mine operations.

Addresses Trade Bd. 
On Tourist Business 

Mr. Sven Erickson of the Leth¬ 
bridge Chamber of Commerce was 
the guest speaker at the regular 
meeting of the Coleman (Board of 
Trade on April 24. 

Mr. Erickson’s theme was on 
the tourist business and how it 
affects the community. 

He stated that tourist business 
was fast becoming big business, 
and that more consideration must 
be given its promotion. Everyone 
in the community benefited from 
it if we tried to give fair and ade¬ 
quate service in our hotels, motels 
and eating places. 'By this he meant 
that a certain standard should be 
maintained in reasonable prices, 
4ood accommodation aind good, 
clean eating places. 

Too many people in business 
tried to milk every.tourist dol¬ 
lar that they could with very little 
being given in return for the mon¬ 
ey spent. As an example he stated 
that motels were going in to the 
ultra-modern high priced field and 
becoming too expensive for the av¬ 
erage tourist, who had two or three 
weeks vacation and with possibly 
two or three hundred dollars to 
spend. 

These tourists and their famil¬ 
ies could not afford the price of 
the expensive motels. If an area 
gets the reputation of not giving 
the tourist a fair deal this is pass¬ 
ed along and with the result tour¬ 
ists shy away from the area. 

Camping facilities were a major 
part played in good tourist rela¬ 
tions and he called upon all tour¬ 
ist-minded business people to make 
the most of the natural facilities 
afforded in their areas. No. 3 high¬ 
way was a natural and was becom¬ 
ing known as the camping highway. 

Mr. Erickson blasted the inspec¬ 
tion of eating places, especially so 
in South Alberta. He stated that 
many towns in the south had not 
had health inspections for five 
years or more, and some towns 
bad no health inspection officers. 

In giving a few tourist dollar 
facts Mr. Erickson stated that Ca¬ 
nadians had spent more in the 
United States last year than the 
Americans had spent in Canada, 
and that the theme of the Cana¬ 
dian Tourist Association was “See 
Canada iFirst”—that we have many 
beautiful attractions right here in 
Canada that so many of us have 
never seen. 

Mr. Erickson's speech was en¬ 
thusiastically received by Board 
members. He stated that he was 
subbing for Mr. Harold Long, who 
was supposed to attend, but due to 
confinement in the hospital was 
unable to be present. Other Leth¬ 
bridge Chamber of Commerce mem¬ 
bers attending were iMr. W. C. Hill 
and Mr. Heaton. Both of these 


gentlemen commended the Coleman 
Board for their spark and go-ahead. 

General business to come before 
the members was the erection of 
flush toilets in the park. An ap¬ 
proach had been made to the town 
council for permission to proceed 
with this project, but that the 
council were of the opinion that 
more information should be gath¬ 
ered as to the operation of toilet 
facilities in such parks before act¬ 
ion was taken.-This project was 
tabled until next meeting. 

The weather and road report 
committee informed the meeting 
tha,t they had contacted the De¬ 
partment of Transport on the wea¬ 
ther report and that more inform¬ 
ation was required before a wea¬ 
ther station could be placed'in the 
Crows Nest Pass area. With regard 
to the road report information was 
sent in daily to Lethbridge from 
the following sources — Pass Ex¬ 
press, Cranbrook, Fernie, Grand 
Union Hotel via Greyhound Bus 
drivers and from the CPR station. 

A request from the Waterton 
Board of Trade for a float to be 
entered in their annual event was 
received and the Board will com¬ 
ply by sending a float. 

The committee reported on the 
meeting with the School Board, 
and stated they were well satis¬ 
fied with the present set-up of our 
schools without entering into a 
school division. 

A request from the Crows Nest 
Pass Cancer Society for the Board 
to take over the annual cancer 
drive was rejected due to the fact 
that the Board was too tied up with 
the 1957 annual Rodeo prepara¬ 
tions to undertake this project this 
year. 

The Civic Centre proposed dis¬ 
persal of funds was discussed and 
the Board went on record as hav¬ 
ing these funds turned over to the 
Sports Association for use on the 

A very interesting piece of in¬ 
formation was given by Mr. George 
Jenkins on the operation of the 
Coleman Community Sports As¬ 
sociation, and the dire financial 
straits that the Association was in. 

Mr. Jenkins stated that due to 
the depressed conditions experi¬ 
enced here in Coleman the dues to 
the Association had dropped from 
1100 men working in the mines in 
1954 to 20 men today with the re¬ 
sult that the Association was only 
receiving $63 per month from this 
source, $300 from the business sec¬ 
tion and about $150 from the men 
working in the Michel mines dur¬ 
ing the last year. He stated that 
the directors of the Association 
after very careful study had come 
to the conclusion that they had 
no alternative but to raise dues 
from 25c to 50c per month if the 
Association was to continue in op¬ 
eration. The Board accepted this 
raise and felt that the raise was a 
very cheap expenditure for the

Fernie Rangers Had 
Profitable Season 

(Published by Request) 

Hhe most profitable season in 
Fernie hockey history, from a fi¬ 
nancial point of view, is revealed 
in the financial report of the Ran¬ 
gers Hockey Club. 

A total profit of $1,115.37 is 
shown, of which $883.72 has been 
added to the general account and 
$231.85 to the players’ benefit fund. 

Total revenue for the season, 
from all sources, was $6,345.71, 
of which gate reeeipts accounted 
for $5,213,65. Most costly items 
on the expense side of the ledger 
were rink rental. $2,666.30; travel¬ 
ling and meals, $1,581; and equip¬ 
ment, $840.93. 

Club officials expressed them¬ 
selves as highly pleased with 
the season's operations, the only 
sour note being the two $25 fines 
imposed by the league for the 
breaking of regulations. 

One of the fines was imposed 
for the Rangers’ part in arrang¬ 
ing a^four - game final playoff 
series with Coleman, without 
first consulting league officials. 
At a previous league meeting a 
best-of-three series had been de¬ 
cided on. Coleman Grands were 
also assessed $25. 

Fernie officials were of the 
( pinion that acceptance by the 
league officials of their 10 per 
cent share of the gate receipts 
from the extra two games was 
an indication of their approval. 

It was felt that it was inconsist¬ 
ent on the part of the league to 
accept money from the games, 
and at the same time fine the 
teams for playing them. 

The second fine imposed on the 
Rangers was for not having the 
required number of ^players in 
uniform for the final play-off 
game against Coleman. 

While Coleman had already won 
the league title and the game was 
regarded as strictly an exhibi¬ 
tion affair, it was nevertheless 
protested by Ted Kryczka, Cole¬ 
man coach, in spite of the fact he 
had given Fernie permission to 
use a Michel player in order to ice 
the required number of players. 

Fernie officials agreed they 
had broken "Regulations and were 
quite cheerful about paying the 
fine. On the other hand, they 
felt it was something less than 
sporting for Coleman to file a 
protest because the very same 
Coleman team had, in a regular 
league game committee identical 
offence when they failed to ice the 
required 11 players in a game at 
Fernie. 

Rangers, however, had refrained 
from lodging a protest. 

League president Leon Rushcali 
was not aavilable for comment be¬ 
fore press time.

Decrease Is Shown 
In Coal Production 

EDMONTON (OP) — Coal pro¬ 
duction in Alberta, reflecting the 
differences in severity of the last 
two winters, showed another de¬ 
crease during March, the mines 
department reported. 

For March, production totalled 
195,326 tons, more than a third 
lower than the 348,103 tons turn¬ 
ed out in the same month of 1956. 
The tonnage decrease was 152,777. 

For the first three months of 
1957, coal production in the pro- 
- vince has totalled 999,880 tons, 
down 423,557 tons from the pre¬ 
vious year’s frist quarter. 

The decrease in output indicates 
the lower demand for coal during 
the last winter, which in compari¬ 
son with the previous winter was 
mild. Production during the 1955- 
56 winter months was up consid¬ 
erably as severe temperatures in¬ 
creased consumption. 

The Crows Nest Pass area, once 
a thriving mining district, showed 
the sharpest decline in March this 
year, dropping to 33,622 tons from 
the 106.057 produced in the same 
month of 1956.

Surrey’s new fire radio system 
should be in operation by the 1st 
of June according to fire chief Ray 
Feather. Pacific Communications 
Limited are expected to start in¬ 
stalling the first of 22 mobile units 
during the second week of April. 
There will also be a base or head¬ 
quarters unit installed at the Mu¬ 
nicipal Hall in Cloverdale. 

Port Kells, Hazelmere and Clov¬ 
erdale will be on a direct wire 
telephone system to the hall, while 
the other areas will call their own 
respective departments as before. 
However, if anyone does not know 
their own hall number, a general 
fire phone number should be known 
by everyone and this call would go 
straight to the municipal hall. 
They will In turn despatch the 
proper unit. 

Once a truck is on the air it will 
notify headquarters via its two- 
way radio. 

If for any reason a truck on the 
way to a fire runs into trouble 
they could call in, and another 
truck would be despatched without 
any delay. 

It would work the same way if 
a truck finds that when they ar¬ 
rive at the scene of a fire that it 
is a major blaze which requires 
help. The chief could then ask the 
operator to send other units to the 
scene. 

Sullivan will be the only fire 
district not going on the new sys¬ 
tem right at the start, but it is 
expected they will have their unit 
installed some time during the 
summer—The Surrey Leader, Clov¬ 
erdale, B.C., March 21, 1957.

Everybody a community booster

What advertises a community, whqt makes it well 
and favourably known, or whqt tends to belittle its stature 
i.. an interesting study for anyone with the welfare of his 
particular home town at heart. So many elements are in¬ 
volved in the makeup of a community which is progressive 
and well and favourably known at home and abroad, 
that sometimes misconceptions can occur and overemphasis 
be placed oh certain phases of the community's activities. 

For instance, it is very easy to become so pre-occupied 
with competitive sport or some other much more spectacu¬ 
lar activity that other components of the successful com¬ 
ponents of the successful community tend to become over¬ 
looked. We believe that every loyal citizen of a city, town 
or village must do their share in creating the overall at¬ 
mosphere and reputation of that particular place. Your 
service clubs, churches, schools, fraternal organizations, 
and businesses influence such a condition, and without 
their co-operation and helpful effort no individual organ¬ 
ization or group can produce an effect that will prevail 
for more than a fleeting period of time and over a very 
limited area. 

The well-run industry, no matter how small, which 
produces a good product, going out into the world bearing 
the name of its place or origin contributes its share; the 
merchant who through superior service, buying ability and 
merchandising experience creates satisfied customers and 
draws their trade to his particular town, is an important 
asset; your businessman who attends regional and national 
conventions of his particular trade classification in order 
to keep abreast of modern methods and returns to his 
community to adapt these to the benefit of his clientele; 
all enter into the portrayal of a successful, progressive 
and expanding area. 

Indeed it is not the size of the town which counts but 
the calibre and ability of its citizens. Growth very seldom 
comes to municipalities for any other reason than that 
people of the community have created a favourable im- i 
presrfion and the potential newcomer who will swell its I 
ranks finds its atmosphere attractive in which to live and j 
conduct a business. So that while we endorse and support 
such organizations as the Chamber of Commerce and the 
service clubs, etc., we should never forget that our own 
individual efforts and those of our fellow-citizens are es¬ 
sential in creating that favourable reputation which often 
has so much to do with its welfare and advancement.

The "babies" have taken over

If the city's older service clubs—Rotary, Kiwanis and 1 
Lions—do not .look to their laurels they are going to find 
themselves in the wings, instead of on stage, in the matter 
of community service. As a matter of fact, based on last 
year's performance, the older clubs have already taken a 
back seat, and the "baby clubs” have taken over. A com¬ 
parison of the number of projects sponsored by the various 
local club shows that the Jaycees and Kinsmen were by 
far the most active and more prevalent in the public spot¬ 
light last year. 

This may come as rather a shock to members of the 
"old guard”, as it did to this newspaper, because con¬ 
census was at one time that local community service was 
being well covered and many in the rank and file of the 
older-established clubs felt there was no room for more 
service clubs in Swift Current. What the "baby clubs” 
have accomplished since their organization has knocked 
that idea into a cocked hat. They have not only created 
room, but have proven that there is practically no end to 
community service, having instituted angles that were un¬ 
thought of before they organized. 

From the public viewpoint it doesn't really matter 
who does the community service so long as it is done, but 
its accomplishment is a matter of concern and pride to 
those who create the need and carry it out. In this respect 
the "baby clubs" have been doing a magnificent job and 
have already won more than their share of public recogni¬ 
tion and appreciation. 

No one, of course, can minimize the tremendous com¬ 
munity-service projects the older clubs have carried out 
through the years, or relegate them to the limbo. They 
are very much with us and their impact is being felt. But 
statistics indicate that they are, nevertheless, not so active 
as they once were. And therein lies a danger. With the 
"baby clubs” so active, they should not bask under a 
bushel or rest on their laurels. If this attitude is adopted 
they will find that the "babies" have taken over. 


Management required...

Farming experience and farm jpusineSs management 
are not the same thing. A farmer may have yearn of 
experience but without sound management the farm will 
not prove as successful as it should. 

Normally the farmers' best market is a domestic one. 
Today's trends promised an increase in demand on that 
market due to increasing population. Farm production is 
increasing even though farm population is decreasing. 
This means fewer people are working larger aveiage 
holdings. 

With our development has come increased purchasing 
power among consumers and certain changes in choice of 
foods. Since capacity of the human stomach is limited, the 
volume must remain fairly constant: 23-25 percent o! 
expendable income. 

The figures indicate changes in foods which may 
mean some changes in basic programs in the prairie prov¬ 
inces. For instance, more potatoes are being eaten than 
20 years ago, 20 percent more vegetables, 23 percent more 
meat and milk solids, 50 percent more fruit and 20 per¬ 
cent less cereals. 

Farming is a business. Record must be kept and com¬ 
parisons made. Only in this way can the leaks be plugged 
and the more profitable enterprises recognized. Your dis¬ 
trict agriculturist can suggest how.
